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(54) ARTIFICIAL MARBLE AND PRODUCTION THEREOF 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide the artificial marble like 
natural granite which eliminates the drawbacks 
intrinsic to the conventional artificial marble, allows 
easy grinding and polishing of the surface, has an 
excellent stone-like feel, can be imparted with 
arbitrary patterns and shapes and has reliability. 
CONSTITUTION: This artificial marble is produced by 
putting a liquid matrix resin, which is compounded 
with coarsely crushed particles of a curing resin 
having the sp. gr. larger than the sp. gr. of the liquid 
matrix resin, into a forming mold, then curing and 
solidifying the matrix resin after allowing the coarsely 
crushed grains to settle, taking the molding out of the 
forming mold, and subjecting the molding to a 
finishing treatment by grinding, polishing, etc. 
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
